rector of the Maine State Police tal 


Trattie Division Sunday about 
the winter driving hazards rep~ 
resented by accidental carbon 
monoxide polsening and frost. 
covered windshigids. . 

*Many motorists do not real- 
ize, sald McKenney, “that driv- 
ing a motor vehicle with fust a 
peephole through a thick coat- 
ing of frost is In violation of the 
law.” Those who make a prac- 
tice of it are subject to prosecu- 
tion he pointed out. 

“Far more serious,’ he added, 
“are the possible consequences 
of driving with obstructed vis- 
ton, It’s downright dangerous, not 
only for the motorist Involved 
but anyone around him.’ 

MeKenney advised motorists to 
déevelon the habit of either clear 
ing frosty windshiclda with a 
xeraper or taking the time to al- 
low their vehicte’s defrosters to 
do the job before starting out 
on the highway. 

McKenney described carbon 
monoxide as a killer with no rex- 
pect for its victims, “It can strike 
anybody any time,” he empha- 
sized, “A good polley any motor- 
Ist can follow Is to drive with 
at least one window open a small 
margin during winter months as 
protection against the possibility 
of the odorless gas claiming a 
iife or Lives through a faulty 
exhaust system.” 


The best hablt for motorists 
to adopt is to have the exhaust 
systems checked regularly for 
possible leaks, MeKenney added,
